troduced in the senate yesterday after- 
noon, by Messrs. Focht and Emery, 
kills which will give corporation* the 
light to construct either underground 
or elevated railroads in citiea, bor- 
ons* and townships, and which will 
give to street railway companies con- 
siderable more power than they now, 
possoig. An amendment to the latter 
bill would fire to a new company the 
right to use Broad street. Philadelphia.

Harrisburg. May SI.—In the senate 


yesterday the Ferrebee bill taxing 
•tore orders, pass books, etc., 
was 


•mended by restoring it to the form IP 
•which it passed the house, with the ex- 
ception of the clause exempting from 
taxation orders for coal and rent ii- 
eerted by the senat*» committee. 


BUU were introduced: By Mr. Sis- 


son, of Erie, providing that persona 
charged with kidnaping shall be tri- 
able exclusively in courts of oyer and 
tenniner; by Mr. Focht, of Union, au- 
thorizing appeals from common plea* 
courts in assessment of taxes cases to 
the superior court. 


UarriBburg. June 1.—The senate yes- 


terday broke all its records for prompt 
action on legislation by passing Anally, 
within less than 4B hours after they 
were introduced, the Emery and Focht 
elevated and subway railway bills. Th« 
bill* were called up ahead of numerous 
other measures on the calendar at yes- 
terday's session, and passed without 
debate by a vote of 32 to $. 


The promoters of the bills say that 


they will be promptly signed by Gov- 
ernor Stone, and that a corporation 
will immediately be organized, with a 
targe capital, to take out a charter foi 
the erection of an elevated railway ays- 
tern in Philadelphia and suburbs. 


Among other bills passed finally 


were: Appropriating $10.000 for the 
erection of a monument to the late 
Governor Curtin; taxing store orders, 
etc., 85 per cent on their face value; 
providing for the election by the peo^ 
pie of mine inspectors for the anthra- 
cite regions.

The senate yesterday confirmed the

The Muehlbronner bill amending and 


supplementing the act governing sec- 
ond class cities, poptilarly known at 
the Pittsburg "ripper" law. was passed 
en first reading.

registration of voters; house bill pro- j 
vidinR for the prevention of idiocy:

THE PHILIPPINES GOVERNMENT. 


Civil Authorities Will Assume Control 


on July 1. 


Washington, June 5.—About the firs! 


of next month full civil government 
will be set up in the Philippines Isl- 
ands, exactly as projected by the Phil- 
ippine commission. As soon after that 
date as an administrative machinery 
can be made ready for it the new Phil 
Ippine tariff will be proclaimed, also 
following out the original plan formed 
before the announcement of the 
de- 


cisions of the supreme court last week. 


The civil government to be set up is 


to be established under the military 
government, and will be a civil govern 
ment exercised through the military 
power of the president. The collectoi 
at San Francisco will continue collect- 
ing Dingier duties on Imports from the 
Philippines, as the cabinet has assured 
itself that the practice Is legal, or at 
any rate that they are not bound to de- 
clare otherwise in the absence of a 
controlling decision by the highest ju- 
dicial authority. 


It would not be feasible to 
notify 


Judge Taft by mail of his appointment 
as the first civil governor of the Phil- 
ippines in time for him to assume of- 
fice July 1, so this must be done by 
cable. 


SEVEN PICNICKERS DROWNED. 


Party of Young Merrymakers Carried 


Over a Dam. 


Philadelphia, June 4.—A rowboat 


containing a merry party of eight 
young persons was swept over Flat 
Rock dam. in the Schuylkill river, last 
Thursday afternoon, and seven of them, 
five girls and two boys, were drowned. 
The victims, all of whom were Phila- 
delphians, were: Florence Densmore, 
15 years old; 
Mazie Kenny, IS; 


Maud Rutter, 18; Mamie Sullivan, 21; 
Florence Bond, 21; Bertram Osmond, 
19; Roy RIcker, 18. The young man 
saved is John Moore, aged 21 years. 
The party was composed of members 
of the Elm Social club, one of the nu- 
merous associations in this city organ- 
ized for the promotion of picnics and 
other social functions. They were 
having a Decoration day picnic at Rose 
Glen, and after dinner started out for 
a row. Disregarding warnings, they 
went out into the swift current, and 
were carried over the dam to the 
rocks, 12 feet below. The bodies of 
three girls and two boys hare been re- 
covered.

"When Mr. Carnegie gave utterance ; 


to these sentiments he was in the 1 
Langham hotel. London, where he had 
arrived from Scotland for the Chamber i 
of Commerce gatherings. Until last ; 
night he had steadfastly refused to be I 
interviewed.

Resuming the topic of Anglo-Ameri- j 


can relations, Mr. Carnagie said:

"I believe in the community of the j 


English speaking races, by which I i 
mean that the Americans and the Brit- 
ish are now closer than ever before. 
Could you get a better instance than 
the visit of the delegates of the New | 
York Chamber of Commerce to Wind- j 
sor last Saturday? I suggested It, and i 
King Edward took up the idea thor- 
oughly. It was a fitting commence- 
ment of the new reign. 


"I know how deeply interested King 


Edward is In the United Seates. I 
have known this since the time, years 
ago, when I drove him on a locomotive 
in the United States, which, by the 
way, he did not forget when we met 
under different conditions. 


"The idea that the visit of our dele- 


gates to Windsor can be in any way 
construed as King Edward's recogni- 
tion of American commercial super- 
iority is all nonsence. The king Is full 
of tact and of friendship for our coun- 
try." 


"Do you think, Mr. Carnegie was 


asked, "that British enterprise can be 
sufficiently stimulated to meet Amer- 
ican competition?" 


"Oh, they can't compete with us," re- 


plied Mr. Carnegie, with a smile. 


"Would you advise the British peo- 


ple to place their faith in combina- 
tions?" said the interviewer. 


"I'm out of business," responded Mr. 


Carnegie, "and I know nothing about 
combinations." 


When questioned regarding his re- 


cent gift to the universities of Scot- 
land, he said: 


"Everything will be settled shortly 


in a way satisfactorily to both sides. 
The high Scotch officials and myself 
are still having conferences to arrange 
matters." 


When asked if he contemplated fur- 


ther gifts, he replied in the negative, 
adding; 


"I have quite enough on my hands 


for the present. When this matter has 
been settled there will be time enough 
to think of something else." 


Said to Be One of the Most Desperate 


Engagements of the War in South 
Africa—General French to Command 


In Cape Colony. 
London. June 5.—Details received re- 


gardins the fighting at 
Valkfontein 


show that it v/as one of the most des- 
perate engagements of the war. Gen. 
Dixon's column was traversing the dis- 
trict and establishing posts, when it 
was attacked by 1>200 Boers under 
Commandant Kemp. The Boers were 
so close that 50 British fell at the first 
volley. 


The yeomanry held the position, pro- 


tecting the guns until they were near- 
ly decimated, and then, finding it im- 
possible to save the guns, the artillery- 
men shot the gun horses to prevent 
the Boers moving the guns. 
The 


column quickly recovered from 
the 


shock of the unexpected attack- The 
Derbyshires charged with bayonets, 
and after a short, desperate fight drove 
off the Boers and recovered the guns. 
The Derbyshires and yeomanry both 
lost very heavily. 


It is asserted that while the Boera 


had temporary possession of the guns 
they shot two artillerymen in cold 
blood for refusing to work them 
against their ovrn comrades. 


The war office last night published 


the 
following dispatch 
from Lord 


Kitchener, dated Pretoria. June 4: 


"Jamestown (Cape Colony) surren- 


dered to Kritzinger's commando on the 
morning of June 2 after four hours' 
fighting. The town guard and local 
volunteers were overpowered before 
our pursuing columns could come up. 
Our casualties were three killed and 
two wounded. The Boer loss is said 
to have been greater. The stores were 
looted, but the garrison was released. 
Have placed Gen. French in charge of 
the operations in Cape Colony." 


The appointment of Gen. French, 


who has been recruiting his health in 
Cape Town, to command the opera- 
tions in Cape Colony, indicates that 
Lord Kitchener attaches considerable 
Importance to the invasian. 


The surrender of Jamestown is re- 


garded as a disagreeable incident, be- 
cause it has provided Commandant 
Fritzinger with a fresli supply of the 
sinews of the war. 


The recrudescence of serious fight- 


ing brings further demands for the 
sanding out of reinforcements. 


Wholesale Lynching in California. 
Bieber, CaL, June 1.—Details have 


been received here of the lynching of 
five men at Lookout, Modoc county, 
early yesterday morning. The lynch- 
ed were Calvin Hall, 72 years of age; 
his three halfbreed sons, Frank. James 
and Martin, aged respectively 26, 19 
and 16, and B. D. Yantis, aged 27. The 
men were charged with petty thieving. 
The governor has offered a reward of 
$5,000 for the conviction of the lynch- 
ers. 


Eight Miners Killed in Michigan. 
Iron Mountain, June 5.—Eight min- 


ers were killed yesterday In the sev- 
enth level of the Ludington 
shaft, 


Chapin mine, by the deadly fumes fol- 
lowing .an explosion of dynamite. The 
dead are: 
Antonio Farnetti, John 


Amone, Joseph .Passiri, John Milano, 
Louis Tassi, John BertellU. Rinildo 
Attsinino and an. unknown polish min- 
er. Nearly 30 children were rendered 
fatherless by the. explosion. 


Brodie's Imitator Met Death. 


New York, June 5.—Robert Gib- 


bens Bidwell, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
jumped from the Brooklyn bridge yes- 
terday afternoon and was soon after 
taken from the river. When the am- 
bulance arrived the surgeon said that 
the man had been dead probably an 
hour. The man wore a life preserver, 
and Ms body was swathed with towels, 
which were evidently intended to les- 
sen the impact when he struck the 
water. A number of newspapers were 
stuffed between his body and the life 
preserver. As he jumped he waved 
two American flags. 


REMARKABLE STEAMBOAT RACE 


Victor Won by Forty-five Seconds in a 


Hundred Miles. 


Cleveland, June 5.—The hundred 


mile race from Cleveland to Erie yes 
terday between the Cleveland passen 
ger steamer City of Erie, owned by the 
Cleveland and Buffalo Transit com- 
pany, and the Tashmoo, Detroit's crack 
passenger boat, owned by the White 
Star company, was in many respects 
the most noteworthy race ever sailed 
on fresh water. 


The Erie covered the distance in 4 


hours, 19 minutes and 9 seconds, beat- 
ing the Tashmoo by 45 seconds, elaps- 
ed time. It was pronounced by old 
vessel men to be the prettiest race 
ever -witnessed. Aside from winning 
the speed championship of the great 
lakes, the Erie won about $100,000 for 
those who bet on her. 


No Extra Session of Congress. 


Washington, June 5.—The cabinet 


yesterday unanimously decided that 
existing conditions do not warrant the 
calling of an extra session of congress 
this summer. Secretary Root and At- 
torney General Knox both rendered le- 
gal opinions to the effect that the au- 
thority to govern the Philippines vest- 
ed In the president by the Spooner 
amendment wa$ ample. These opin- 
ions->were concurred in by all tha mem- 
bers .of the cabinet.

AWAY IN NEW YORK WASTE.

There is a fortune thrown away an- 


nually in the -waste of Xew York city, 
-writes a correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Record. The poor of Paris could 
be well housed, fed and clothed vrith 
the proceeds from the waste of this 
city. This statement is not based on 
mere 
supposition, 
but 
upon facts 


gleaned from au experiment which was 
tried by the city authorities last year 
in caring for a certain portion of the 


For a period of 12 months the refuse 


and waste gathered from street clean- 
ing districts Xos. 12, 14 and 1G was de- 
livered at a special station, where it 
was carefully separated into its con- 
stituent parts and such as could be 
utilized for any good purpose was sold 
for what it would bring and the bal- 
ance was destroyed- The area cov- 
ered included a population, according 
to the census returns, of 11G.323. Ev- 
ery class of house, shop, store and a 
few factories are to be found v/ithin 
the districts, so that the 
results of 


the year's work would form a fair ba- 
sis for estimating the value of the 
waste of the whole city. 


During the year 12.9 J7 loads of sep- 


arated refuse from carts holding four 
cubic yards, v.-eighinjt 9l'0 per load, or, 
in the aggregate 3320 tons, was burned 
as useless, and from 5 to S percent 
was worthless, while about 37 percent 
was marketable- The matter reserved 
for sale contains 3.05S.C1C pounds of 
paper, which was classified as follows: 
Manila paper. 471.3S5 pounds: news. 
503,301; mixed, 442,866; strawboard, 
5S7.20S; 
mixed 
wrapping. 
635,136; 


Dooks, 18,620. 
There was a total of 576.S12 pounds 


of rags, classified as follows: Woolen.

' of the authorities to bum all the waste 
paper. It will be utilized in two ways: 
First, by the sorting and saving of 
that which is marketable.

MALAEIA AND MOSQUITO 


MODERN SCIENCE HOLDS THE INSECT 


PEST LARGELY 
RESPONSIBLE. 


Ill* Amazing Stffry 
of the Relation Be- 


tween Malaria and Certain Mosquito* 


• is Kow Told For tlie First Time by 


EntomologUt L. O. Howard. 
L. O. Hovrard, chief entomologist of 


tbe United 
States 
Department of 


Agriculture, tells in the Century the 
amazing story of the relation between 
"Malaria and Certain Mosquitos."' 


As plain as this story Is, the HHIng 


of all the gaps and tbe rounding: out 
of all the details have taken years of 
patient work. Before Laveran's orig- 
inal discovery of the parasite became 
generally known, an American physi- 
cian. Dr. A. F. A. King, of Wash- 
ington, propounded the idea that ma- 
laria Is transmitted by mosquitos. RIs 
paper, read before the Philosophical 
Society of \Vashiugtoii, wa.s a mas- 
terly one. au«.l summarized ia an :ul- 
mirable way the arguments favoring 
such a theory; aud the long-delayed 
proof now Dint's us :; Triumphant vin- 
dication of the viev.-s of ;i>is tsuineiir 
American 
physician, 
views whk-h 


were at iirst received v>-iih general in- 
credality. Even of hue ihe "aiosi!Uiio 
theory." as it has been called, has 
met with strong opposition on the parr 
of conservative physicians and lay- 
men. 
The point :s often made by 


such persons ihat malaria exists in 
Iccaliiies where there are no inosqui- 
tos. that persons get malr.ria witliout 
having been bitten by mosquitos. and. 
stupidly enough, that mosquitos eiist 
in numbers where there is no malaria. 
All opposition, however, has 
been 


forcibly met. and ihe consensus of 
expert opinion Is now united in the 
conclusion not only that the agency of 
mosquitos of the genus Auopheies is 
the only demonstrated method cf the 
transmission of malaria, but that It is 
perhaps, even probably, and some say 
certainly, the only method by which 
the disease enters ..he human body. 


In the United States many physi- 


cians in malarious neighborhoods have 
taken up the question with enthusi- 
asm, and persons living in mosquito- 
ridden localities are organizing and 
beginning exterminative work. 
At 


the present time there is probably 
more intelligent work being done or 
being planned against mosquitcs In 
the United States than elsewhere in 
the world. The great brackish marshes 
of the Atlantic coast and the many 
inland swamps and pools have made 
many portions of the United States 
great breeding places for mosquitos. 
The vast majority of our mosquitos. 
however, are nosious only from their 
bite. 
3Iost of them belong to the 


genus Culex. and in the stomach of 
the mosquitos of this genus the mal- 
arial parasite dies and is digested. 
These mosquitos breed everywhere In 
standing water. They are found not 
only in the brackish marshes, in the 
great swamps, and in all pond» in 
•which fish are not numerous, but 
they breed also in horse-troughs, in 
rain-water barrels, in water running 
slowly through open sewers, and even 
penetrate through the perforated sew- 
.er-traps in large cities, and breed in 
the sewers below ground. A transient 
pool of surface water left by heavy 
rains will breed a generation of mos- 
quitos In a little more than a week. 
They will breed in the water collected 
in the hollows of old stumps, in old 
bottles or tin cans thrown on the 
dumps or in vac-ant lots; In fact, wher- 
ever still water stands for a. week or 
ten days in the summer time the fe- 
males of some species of mosquito 
•will lay their eggs upon it. and a gen- 
eration will be produced. This water 
need not be perfectly uncovered, since 
a. female mosquito. In her desire to 
find s. place to lay her eggs, will en- 
ter through a very 
small 
orifice- 


iWater-tanks. therefore, not perfectly 
covered, afford such situations. Old 
wells or cesspools, with board covers 
in which there are cracks wide enough 
for a mosquito to enter, are often 
most prolific breeding-places. 


The general question of mosquito 


control has been carefully studied. 
The writer conducted a. large series of 
experiments a number of years ago, 
before the mosquito-malaria relation 
tvas established, with a. view to giv- 
ing the inhabitants of mosquito locali- 
ties some relief from the attacks of 
these pernicious .creatures. The three 
main remedies are: 
the drainage of 


swaiups and standing pools where 
this is possible; the introduction of 
fish, and particularly of certain vora- 
cious species, such as the sticklebacks 
and the top-minnows, 
into fisbless 


pools tbe water of which Is used for 
watering live stock: and, third, the 
treatment of pools or ponds, or oiher 
bodies of water which cannot bo 
drained, with kerosene. 
All these 


measures are efficacious. A combina- 
tion of all is usually found nec-essary 
in any given neighborhood. Drain- 
age of swamps as a coranranity mess- 
tire is highly to be recommended from 
every point of view. Tbe use of kero- 
sene where drainage is impossible is 
perfectly efficacious in destroying the 
wigglers, or larvae, of mosquitos. The 
amount to be used is about one oune* 
for each fifteen square feet of water 
surface, and the application should be 
repeated every fortnight. 
The kero- 


sene not only kills .the wigglers when 
they come to tbe surface to breathe, 


but kills the female mosquitos when 
they aligbt upon the surface of the 
water to lay their eggs. 


HOW CIRCULAR SAWS ARE MADE. 


An Elaborate Series of Operations, Ba 


AU Seeded. 


Circular saws are now made of cast 


steel specially manufactured for the 
purpose. 
The various processes to 


which the material is subjected are 
thus described in The Hub: 


"An ingot heated to the requisite 


temperature is reduced to the proper 
thickness in powerful rolls. The plaie 
Is then centred and a circle scribed 
upon It, after which it is passed to 
the shearer, who reduces it vo a circu- 
lar form. The centre hole is then 
bored. It is then handed to the tooth- 
er, v,-ho punches out the teeth around 
rhe edge, after which it is rough filed 
or 'ground on an emery wheel to take 
cfi the •"burr" left by punching. 
The 


rough saw is now again heated In a 
large furnace until it is of a bright red 
color. It Is then plunged Into a bath 
of sperm oil. which makes It hard and 
brittle. The oil is then partly cleaned 
ofi.', anil the rest burned off In a fur- 
nace to give the 
required 
t'-niner.

NewFlshLaw. 


We call the attention of our readers 


to a few changes in the fish law that were 
passed by the Legislature now in ses- 
sion. The season to fish for black bass, 
pike, Salmon, rock fish and calico bass 
dose not open until June 15, and will 
close on Febuary 15. instead of December 
15, i>s formerly. Black bass must not be 
killed under 7 inches in length. Sun fish 
hare been placed among the game fish 
and are under the restrictions. No de- 
rice but rod, nook and line baring not 
more then three hooks may be used to 
catch the game fish. Outlines, fyke nets 
and dip nets may now be used in catch- 
ing eels, suckers and cat fiish.
